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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


L  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

DL  THE  BUYER  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any 
dispute  arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide 
the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  IDENTIFICATIOX  AND  DEPOSIT  BY  BUYER:  The  name  of  the 
buyer  of  each  lot  shall  be  gi%en  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.

VI.  RECEIPTED  BILLS:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation 
of  a  receipted  bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  anv  person  will  be  recog- 
nized and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the 
bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before 
delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify 
the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  ln  default  of  prompt  payment  and 

CALLING  FOR  GOODS:  Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by 
the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may 
be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored 
in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  pur- 
chaser, and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will 
be  charged  against  the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned 
by  such  removal  or  storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by 
noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer 
reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwith- 
standing, in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots  included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or

IX.  GUARANTY:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue 
every  lot  correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale 
to  point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genu- 
ineness, authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on 
account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection  not  noted 
or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"'  and  without  recourse. 

Even-  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and 
the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert 
to  the  effect  that  any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judg- 
ment may  thereafter  sell  the  lot  as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion 
of  sucli  expert,  who  thereby  will  become  responsible  for  such  damage  as  might 
result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  RECORDS:  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are 
in  all  cases  to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be 
accepted  by  both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for 
losses  or  damage  shall  lie.

FOREWORD 


A COMPREHENSIVE  collection  of  Spanish  furniture  in 
walnut,  chestnut  and  p'ino  wood,  together  with  Anda- 
lusian  chairs  and  side  tables  in  mahogany,  includes  a 
large  number  of  the  simpler  side  chairs,  tables  and 
arcones,  with  the  characteristic  Spanish  peasant  carving 
and  primitive  joinery.  The  more  mannered  craft  of  the  central 
provinces  of  Castile,  Leon  and  Xavarre  is  exemplified  in  a  group  of 
seventeenth  century  side,  library  and  refectory  tables,  mostly  with  elab- 
orately and  skilfully  turned  legs.  Among  the  distinctive  pieces  offered 
are  two  late  Gothic  carved  walnut  stalls  from  the  church  of  San  Felipe 
Xeri,  Oviedo,  a  beautiful  variety  of  superb  varguehos,  with  their 
elaboration  of  interior  gilding  and  ornament  and  their  beautiful  wrought 
iron  mounts;  Louis  Quatorze  walnut  chairs  in  crimson  velvet;  a  num- 
ber of  Catalonian  and  Castilian  painted  bedsteads;  finely-turned  and 
inlaid  cabinets,  and  several  important  entrance  doors  with  Gothic. 
Renaissance  and  Baroque  carving.  The  whole  is  so  characteristically 
Spanish  that  one  is  tempted  to  deprecate  the  close  affinity-  between  Italy 
and  Spain  and  affirm  that  the  Spanish  Renaissance,  and  more  partic- 
ularly the  seventeenth  century  in  Spain,  were  periods  of  the  revival  of 
a  purely  native  and  indigenous  art,  of  the  most  naive  and  delightful 
description. 

The  important  industry  of  working  in  iron  is  represented  by  tor- 
cheres, window  grilles  and  important  pairs  of  gates;  in  this  connection, 
and  for  the  interest  of  those  who  own  Southern  houses,  it  should  be 
added  that  a  few  complete  collections  of  sixteenth  century  carved  ceiling 
supports  will  be  offered. 

The  textiles  comprise  a  considerable  group  of  damasks,  including 
several  entire  room  hangings  in  crimson  fabric,  brocades  in  the  forrc 
of  table  covers  and  vestments,  velvets  and  about  fifteen  silk-embroid- 
ered Spanish  shawls,  including  two  of  the  most  detailed  and  mag- 
nificent needlecraft,  of  the  type  called  in  Spain  IsabeUino,  and  now 
virtually  unobtainable.  In  addition  to  these  is  a  consignment  of  sixty 
or  more  gaily-colored  Alpujarra  rugs,  with  geometrical,  floral  and 
animal  designs,  many  of  them  signed  by  the  peasant  weavers,  and  of 
distinctive  brilliance  and  wearing  qualities.  Decoration  is  further 
achieved  by  the  use  of  Spanish  lanterns  in  porch  or  vestibule,  their 
quaint  proportions  and  ornament  rendering  them  suitable  for  softening 
more  purely  formal  interiors.
